Engiineer and Fireman Are

A story of the dual life of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. in Missouri, its subsidary 
companies posng as trust fighters in the 
State, while they sent their profits to 
the home of Standard Oil, 26 Broadway, 
New oYrk, was told to Attorney-General 
Hadley at the Southern Hotel Monday 
by A. G. Stiegerwald when the taking 
of testimony in the case of the State of 
Missouri against the Standard, the Re- 
public, the Waters-Pierce and the In- 
ternational O!l companies was resumed 
before Commissioner Anthony. 

Stiegerwald is traveling representative 
of the I. G. Clark Co. of Cleveland, ca. 
2n independent oil concern. It was as 
purchasing agent and traffic manager 
of the Republic Oil Co. that+he gained 
his knowledge of the methods pursued 
by the Standard Oi%l Co. in overcoming 
opposition and néutralizing the effect of 
popular sentiment against the Oil Trust. 


Handling Disatisfied Trade. 

H{e told how a large number of pur- 
chasers of oil in Missouri, resenting the 
high-handed methods of the trust, came 
to be known as ‘‘the dissatisfied trade,”’ 
and how, when they would no longer 
buy oil from the Standard, new compa- 
nies alleged to be Independent were 
formed to get their business. These 
companies were instructed to openly 
fight the Standard, but the money which 
they made went into the trust coffers 

Stiegerwald was a willing witness, and 
few questions were necessary to bring 
out what he knew of the Oil Trust's 
methods. 

He said that he 
business since 1891, 
way up from office boy to head book- 
keeper for Schofield, Shirmer & Teagle 
of Cleveland. He became general man- 
ager of the Scio Refining Co. of Scio, 
O., which was controlled by Schofield, 
Shirmer & Teagle. 

In 1901 these interests were trans- 
ferred to a new corporation, the Re- 
public Oil Co., of which the first presi- 
dent was George B. Wilson of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of New York. W.C. Teagle 
was vice-president and general manager 
and Steigerwald was purchasing agent 
and traffic manager. <A short time aft- 
erwards W. C. Teagle was made a men?- 
ber of the Export Trade Committee of 
the Standard Oil Co., with headquarters 
at New York. 

“I saw Teagle at 2% Broadway and 
talked to him there several times,”’ said 
Steigerwald. ‘‘He issued the instruc- 
tions to the executives of the Republic 
Oil Co.

Where Republic Got Orders, 

“Those instructions were that the Re- 
public Oil Co. was to continue to so- 
flicit the trade formerly controlled in 
Missouri by Schofield Shirmer & Tea- 
zie. We were told that there was much 
‘dissatisfied trade’ in Missouri, and that 
we were to go after this trade. Ap- 
parently we were to fight the Standard. 

“In reality all of the money which 
we made went into the Standard treas- 
ury, and all of our reports were made 
to Standard headquarters in New York. 
Under the surface our dealings were on 
a most amicable basis. We did net 
actualiy sell to customers which the 
Standard was able to hold and they did 
not come into real competition with us. 

“The Republic Oil Co. bought all of 
its oil from the Standard Oil refineries 
in Cleveland, Lima, O., and in Pennsyl- 
vania.”’ 

The cross-examination of Mr. Steiger- 
wald was conducted by Mr. Hagermann 
for the Standard Oil and Mr. Johnson 
for the Waters-Pierce company. The 
witness went over his previous testi- 
mony, repeating many of his former 
statements, and adding nothing new.

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—The trial of 
Berthe Claiche, a 22-year-old French girl, 
on the charge of shooting and killing 
Emi] Gerdron on the night of July 8 
last, was scheduled to begin today in 
the Court of General Sessions. The case 
is an unusually pathetic one and an ele- 
ment of mystery is attached to it.

Berthe Claiche said that Gerdron 
brought her here from France when she 
was 16 years old and forcibly made her 
a woman of the streets. ‘On the night of 
July 8 she ran from her room and com- 
lained.to three officers whom she met 
that Gérdron had beaten her and that 
she wanted him arrested. While she 
was making the request Gerdron him- 
self cameé up and was placed in custody. 
It is alleged that he then turned on the 
girl, exclaiming: ‘I'll kill you.

Well, 
you are as good as dead now.”’ R 
A moment afterward, when his back 
was turned, Berthe Claiche shot him 
three times. As she gave herself up to 
the officers, she cried: 
“T am glad I killed him, and I would 
do it many times over. He made me his 
slave, but he will never raise his hand 
against another woman.”

Iron Mountain Switch Engine 
Hits Street Car on South 
Broadway. 





TWO GUARDS ON DUTY 





One Was Lowering Gate, Other 


and Motorman Accuse 
Each Other. 


A Broadway trolley car was struck 
by an engine Monday morning at the 
grade crossing of the Iron Mountain 
track at Broadway and Poplar street. 
The trolley car was thrown from the 
track and turned half way around, par- 
tially blocking Broadway. PasSengers 
On the car were bruised. 

The trolley car was northbound and 
approached the crossing at a fair speed. 

The trolley started across the 
track while a switah engine was 
approaching. The front end of the trol- 
ley car was on the track when the 
heavy engine struck it. Thecar was 
thrown from the tracks and tossed to 
one side. 

The rear end of the car was left on 
the trucks, which remained on the 
rails. The switch engine was not se- 
ricusly damaged.. It pushed the trolley 
car over until the railway track was 
clear of the wreckage. 

Passengers on the trolley car saw the 
danger and tried to leave the car. Two 
or three succeeded, while others, in try- 
ing to jump, missed their footing, and 
were thrown to the muddy pavement. 

Intense excitement prevailed and a 
large crowd collected at the scene. The 
most seriously injured were two negro 
passengers, who were badly bruised. 

Flagman Blames Motorman, 

The Iron Mountain, Raltlroad main- 
tains a flagman at this grade crossing, 
and the United Railways Co. also keeps 
a watchman there. William Shore, the 
flagman for the railroad, was lowering 
the gates when the accident occurred. 
He blames Motorman J. M. Lewis, say- 
ing that he went under the gate as it 
was being lowered. 

Tim Sweeney, the traction company’s 
flagman, whose duty it is to. signal to 
motormen, says that he gave no signal 
to the motorman to come ahead. Lewis 
says that Sweeney did give him the 
signal. 

The switch engine, in charge of Wil- 
liam Bowen of Poplar Bluff, Mo., was 
going east at the time of the accident. 

Motorman Lewis lives at 2337 South 
Seventh street. George Seib of 5424 Min- 
nesota was the conductor of the trolley 
car. 

Ollie Nickens, colored, of Valley Park, 
was the most painfully injured of the 
passengers. She saw the engine was 
about to hit the car and started for 
the platform, when she was knocked 
down as the crash came.

t St. Louis detectives, culminated 
Monday morning in the gathering of a 
big crowd as the vault was loaded on 
an Illinois Central flat car against the 
protests of one group of claimants, and 
shipped to Carbondale. Ill., from the 
railroad yards in East St. Louis. 

It had been in the possession of the 
lllinois State Trust Co., until that. con- 
cern moved out of its former quarters 
at Collinsville and Missouri avenues, 
about 5 months ago, to make way for 
the new First National Bank Building. 
The big safe, which is 9 feet high by 12 
deep and 7 wide, was then sold to the 
St. Louls Safe and Desk Co. of 614 
North Third street, St. Louis, but the 
latter not calling for it promptly, it 
was removed by John Beard Jr., fog the 
St. Louis concern, and held in an East 
St. Louls blacksmith shop for further 
orders. 

An 8-Ton Shuttlecock. 
The St. Louis concern not haying defi- 


nitely closed the original deal with the 
trust company, it is sald, the latter re- 
cently resold the safe to a concern in 
Carbondale, and the news that it was to 
be shipped away reached the ears of 
the St. Louis purchasers last week. Sun- 
day morning they reported at the Fast 
St. Louls blacksmith shop with 20 men 
and a six-mule wagon team, and, hav- 
ing settied the $200 claim*of Beard for 
moving, took the safe over the bridge. 
In the meantime Beard had notified the 
filinois Trust Co. of what was being 
done, and the latter, failing to prevent 
the moving of the safe, followed it to 
St. Louis with a six-horse team, found 
it on a wagon in front of the St. Louis 
Safe and Desk Co.'s place, hitched the 
horses to the wagon and hauled the safe 
back to Bast St. Louis. Promptly a de- 
tachment from the St. Louis concern 
gave chase and came up with the East 
St. Louis procession on the Eads Bridge. 
An altercation followed, but the Illinois 
State Trust Co. faction had already tele- 
phoned for a squad of East St. Louis de- 
tectives and the latter accompanied the 
safe to the Illinois Central tracks, 
There it was found impossible to load 
the safe at once on a flatcar, a derrick 
breaking in the attempt, and the safe 
was accordingly guarded Sunday night 
by detectives. Monday morning a big 
crowd assembled In expectation of trou- 
ble between the safe’s rival claimants, 
but the presence of the police acted as 
a preventive and the safe was finally 
londed on a car and shipped to iis Car- 





bondale purchaser,

For several months men have been 
prospecting for coal in that region, and 
it is believed that they discovered a 
deposit, and in-an effort to test its qual- 
ity set it on fire. 

This theery is supported by the fact 
that since the heavy snowfall last night 
the fire is hardly visible from here.

Mrs. Martha Pierce, an Indian woman, 
70 years old, of 28 Florida street, stands 
between the Frisco-Rock Island railroad 
system and the construction of the great 
fraight house projected for the two 
blocks of ground between Smith and 
Florida streets, Lewis street and the 
Terminal tracks. 

She owns a 2x27 niche in the north 


side of the plat, which she does not in- 
tend to part with unless she gets what 
she thinks it is worth. 

“Tt took stamps to put me here,’’ she 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter Mon- 
day, “‘and it will take stamps to get me 
out of here.’’ 

She has lived there and called the odd 
little frame house her home for 42 years. 
A hyphenated railroad combination has 
not terrors for her. She owns the 20-feet 
frontage and thinks her ground is worth 
as much as the ground of anybody else. 
She does not shrink from pitting herself 
against the keen agents of the railroads 
in the game of high finance. 

Mrs. Pierce is the best-known charac- 
ter of the factory and railroad territory 
east of Broadway. She wage there before 
the factories and railroads were. hen 
she and her husband, John Pierce, a 
steamboat cook, bought the little piece 
of ground and had a four-room house 
put on it, there was no other hcuse 
within blocks of the place. They paid 
only a few dollars for the ground, but 
they were careful to see that the deed 
was rightly recorded and title without a 
flaw, and during the years that power- 
ful interests have been trying to get 
possession of the 20x27 feet, no way to 
buy the woman out other tha: by pay- 
ing her price has been discovered. 


Fought Big Foundry.

Mrs. Pierce knows what is going on 
around her now. She knows that the 
big foundry. property thas been sold to 
the railroads and that her little property 
is in the way of the improvement whicn 
is proposed. She hag heard what the 
railroad agents have had to pay for 
some of the property around her, and 
she is not disposed to take any less than 
anybody else. 

“They can’t run me out of here,” she 
said Monday, as she stood at the door 
of her house. ‘“The law will protect mé.

ship estate of Murdoch and Dickson, 
against the city of St. Louis, the Wig- 
gins Ferry Co. and % others. The suit 
was for possession of 10 acres of land 
valued at $1,000,000, in North St. Louis, 
formerly known as the Brageau rceserva- 


tion. 
The land in dispute extends from th® 
Mississippi to the middle of the block 


west of Second street aad from a point 
between Chambers and Madison streets 
to a point on the block south of Tyrer 
street. The plaintiff, represented at the 
last stage of the trial by the present 
Public Administrator, Harry Troll, held 
that the property belonged to the part- 
nership estate of Charlies K. Dickson 
and John J. Murdoch. 

Dickson died Jan. 2, 1871, and Mur- 
doch, quaHfying as surviving partner, 
took charge of the Dickson estate. 
James B. Eads and Barton Eates, it is 
alleged, were named executors in Dick- 
son’s will, but did not serve. Murdoch 
was ordered by Probate Court to give 
$125,000 additional bond, but failed to do 
go, and his letters were revoked. 

The estate, unsettled untfl Aug. 13, 
1895, was taken charge voi by Richardson, 
then Public Administrator. The state- 
ment was made at the trial that in 
October, 1873, Murdoch madv an assign- 
ment of the assets of the estates to John 
G. Priest and that Priest bad the prop- 
erty, now tn Htigation, piatied and sold, 
the present holders acquiring their titles 
from Priest at that time. 

The statement was also made at the 
trial thet the Supreme Court adjudged 
the assignment to Priest invalid. 

The present valuation of the property, 
$1,000,000, is based on its advantages for 
manufacturing and railroad purposes. 

The contention of the Murdoch and 
Dickson heirs is that the titles of the 
present holders are not perfeot. The 
claimants say their share is a one-#ix- 
teenth interest, and asked judgment for 
such an intcreat. 

In deciding against the claimants 
Judge Kinsey said that a mamorandum 
of reasons for his decision would be filed 
later. He said that the claim was out- 
lawed by the statute of limitations. 

It was stated, after the decision, that 
the case would be appealed to the Su- 
preme Court.

TO KILL RIMSEL 


Yielding to Sudden Impulse, 
He Cuts His Throat 
With Razor. 


August F. Killinger, 40 years old, for- 
merly president of the Round Top Com- 
mission Co., yielded to a sudden impulse 
Monday at his home, 3227 Washington 
avenue, and tried to kill himself by 
gashing his throat in three places with 
a razor.

He sank to the floor, and his wife 
found him there when she came to 
call him to breakfast. 

Two weeks ago Killinger was taken 
unconscious from the bathroom where 
he had tried to kill himself by inhaling 
gas. He recovered without medical aid.

It has been repeatedly shown that 
the man in control of the insurance com- 
panies manipulated the 
policy holders, not for the 
the policy holders, but the interests of 
the trust .companies and banks. Im- 
njense sums of money of the _ policy 
holders were kept on deposit with the 
affiliated banks and trust companies, 
instead of. being invested in securities or 
otherwise “which would yield a fair and 
safe return. 

The money on deposit brought, on an 
average, about 2 per cent interest, 
whereas money properly invested yield- 
ed 4 ner cent. The officers and directors 
of the insurance companies, both in 
the case of. the Mutual and the Equi- 
table Life, were shown to be large in- 
dividual stockholders in the banks and 
trust companies controlled by the two 
companies. Thev, of course, profited in 
proportion to the prosperity of the banks 
and trust companies 

Moreover, it has ‘been charged that 
these immense sums were kept on de- 
posit at the banks and trust companies 
to enable certain officials and directors 
of the insurance companies to borrow 
the large amounts required by their 
individual enterprises in the financial 
district. 

Another evil which 
against stock ownership 
is the unloading of stocks upon the in- 
surance companies, as in the case of 
the Union Pacific blind pool. or holding 
Syndicate. Nearly every director and 
trustee of the large insurance com- 
panies is interested in different cor- 
vorations whose shares of stock are 
actively traded in. It enhances the 
value of a stock when it becomes an it 
vestment of a large insurance company 
and many issues of a questionable sta- 
bility have been given an appearance 
of respectability simply through 
purchase by an insurance company.

Westhus Body Frames New 
Measure for a Separ- 
ate Vote. 





Mayor Wells consulted Monday with 
Comptroller Player, with the object of 
framing a new bond bill not providing 
for a bridge to take the place of the 
$11,000,000 measure’ which was killed in 
the City Council Friday night. 

The Mayor proposes that the new bill 
shall provide only for what he _ con- 
siders the more urgent municipal 
needs, and the thinks that the sum 
of $3,0000,000 or $,000,000 will be suf- 
ficient to provide them. 

Primarily, the Mayor wants the Four 
Courts and old City Hall buildings torn 
down, and a commodious_ structure 
erected on the site of the old City Hall, 
to house the departments of both; and 
a new insané asylum, which will per- 
mit the city to move back to the asy- 
him all of the insane now housed in the 
Poorhouse. 

There was a queStion as to the reg- 
ularity of introducing a second ordi- 
nance on a subject which had been 
killed, and the rules of the assembly 
are being consulted to see if such an 
ordinance may be passed at this ses- 
sion so as to be submiited to popular 
vote in the summer. 

Secretary Mockler of the Council] told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Monday that 
such an ordinance would be regular. 

‘The care of the city’s insane 
paupers is an urgent necessity,” said 
Mayor Wells. ‘The grand jury has 
pointed ou’ the need time and again, and 
I believe such a measure, including ade- 
quate provision for housing the munici- 
pal departments, could be passed with- 


out difficulty: It would not be compli- 
cated by other issues upon which there 
is difference of opinion, such, for in- 
stance, as the free bridge and other 
points in the measure that was killed. 
I believe the people of the city unani- 
mously admit these needs.”’ 

The Mayor said that he expected an 
early report from the Comptroller 
whether an ordinance might be passed 
at this session, and if it was found that 
it might be, he would have it drawn at 
once, 


JOINT COMMITTEE 
DRAFTS NEW BILL. 


The nine members of the Joint Com- 
mittee on Fre Bridge Bond Issue Mon- 
day afternoon presented to that body the 
draft of a new bond bill on which they 
labored nearly all Saturday night.

The new ordinance includes all the 
propositions for public improvements 
contained in the bill filed by the City 
Council Friday, but provides that al! 
shall be submitted by separate vote, 
that there shall be a toll on pedestrians, 
vehicles and cars which cross the “‘free’’ 
bridge, arid that the Board of Public Im- 
provements shall be empowered to con- 
struct, manage and maintain the bridge. 

Ben Westhus, chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Nine, says that the provision 
for a charge for those who use the 
bridge is to prevent the possibility of 
the courts voiding the ordinance on the 
ground that, in permitting pedestrians 
or vehicles to cross free of fare. while 
toll was exacted from railroads, it would 
be class legislation. 

The revenue derived from the fares 
and tolis collected, the ordinance pro- 
vides, shall be only in an aggregate sum 
sufficient to meet the cost of main- 
tenance. The Board of Public Im- 
provements will be the arbiter of what 
the individual tolls ate to be. 

According to Chairman Westhus the 
ordinance which he and his committee 
have prepared will meet all the objec- 
tions that have been leveled at the Z\e- 
bold measure.

RUUSEVELT AS 
A PEACEMAK 


Opening Second Parliament, He 
Rejoices Over Russo- 
Jap War's End. 


BIG CROWD CHEERED HIM

King Touched Lightly on Alge- 
ciras Conference and 
Peace Treaty. 








LONDON, Feb. 19.—King Edward 
opened the second Parliament of his 
reign this afternoon, with the customary 
ceremonjal. The weather was cloudy, 
but rain held off, and all the points of 
vantage along the troop-lined route fol- 
lowed by the royal progress were occu- 
pied by cheering crowds. 

For the first time since early in the 
reign of the late Queen Victoria, only 
a single chair occupied the dais, in con- 
sequence of the absence from England 
of Queen Alexandra. The King, ar- 
rayed in robes of crimson silk and vel- 
vet, edged with gold lace and surmount- 
ed by a heavy cape of ermine, having 
seated himself on the throne, command- 
ed the presence of the Commons to hear 
his speech. 

Lauds Roosevelt. 

The speech contained no surprises. 
The usual reference to the continuance 
of friendly relations with foreign pow- 
ers was followed by a paragraph re- 
joicing over the fact that the Russo- 
Japanese war has “‘been brought to an 
end by the satisfactory conclusion of 
the negotiations commenced in August 


and due to the initiative of the Presi- 
dent of the United Statets, which had 
resulted in an honorable peace. 

Referring to the Moroccan conference, 
the King remarked:- ‘It is earnestly 
to be hoped that the result of these 
negotiations may be conducive to the 
maintenance of peace among a!l na- 
tions.’’ 

Colorless mention was made of the 
Anglo-Japanese treaty, the dissolution 
of the union of Norwav and Sweden and 
the condition of Macedonia, which has 
“continued to give cause for anxiety.’’

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A REVOLUTION. 

“Jf enacted into law the recommendations of the 
Armstrong Investigating Committee of the New 
York Legislature mean not only a revolution in life 
insurance, but a revolution in high finance. They 
break beyond repair the endless chain by which the 
savings of the people have been gathered up by 
the insurance companies, turned over to Wall street 

promoters and employed in speculative operations 
against the public welfare. Wikewise they smash 
the link between insurance corruption and political 
corruption. 

The recommendation that insurance companies be 
no longer permitted to hold stock in other corpora- 
tions will sweep away all the bank and trust com- 
pany leeches who have fattened off the savings of 
the policy holders. It will make insurance funds 
unavailable as a commissary department in rail- 
read warfare: The application so far as feasible of 
the Prussian system of investment will completely 
divorce life insurance and high finance, and render 
the control of the assets of an insurance company of 
no particular value, even to a Thomas F. Ryan. 

Many of the eommittee’s recommendations are 
important, but the one restricting investments is 
the most important. It takes life insurance out of 
the hands of the financial thimble-riggers and estab- 
fishes it .as an honorable and respectable business 
again. 

Of the other reforms proposed by the committee 
all are well consideréd and necessary. The stand- 
ardizing of policies; the limitation of business; the 
provision which requires the full approval of the 
finance committee and directors to all increases in 
_salary; the requirement for complete publicity; the 
limitation of the cost of getting new business; the 
making of the companies responsible for the prom- 
ise of their agents; the anti-boodle provision requir- 
ing statements of all expenditures for legal services 
rendered before the Legislature; the abolition of 
deferred dividends—all these recommendations testi- 
fy to the thoroughness with which the committee has 
done its work and to the conscientiousness with 
which it has undertaken to cure the evils disclosed 
by its investigation. :

It requires years of practical work to develop skill, 
news sense and trained judgment, but it will give 
the students an insight into the practical methods 
of newspaper making which will help to guide them 
in their studies. 

The work of the students is not yet completed. 
Their powers of observation and skill in reporting 
will be tested and practically gapplied by writing 
reports of their experiences in newspaper work. The 
Post-Dispatch will publish the best report, having 
offered to pay the successful competitor $25 for his 
story. The reports. will throw light on the value of 
the experience of the students.

I am greatly pleased to notice that the Post-Dis- 
patch is alive to the necessities of the people of this 
city in the way of @ more rapid and efficient system 
ef transportation. The discouraging feature about 
the totally inadequate street car facilities which we 


have here is not so much that these facilities are So 
inadequate, but that so far as outward appearance 
is concerned that they seem to be so entirely satis- 
factory to nine-tenths of the traveling public. 

The congested condition of our downtown streets 
indicates the impossibility of greatly increasing the 
facilities for surface travel, and there is apparently 
nothing left for us but to either have a subway or 
an elevated system. We do not need to go any fur 
ther than-Ghicago to find a very satisfactory system 
of elevated railroads, and the success of New York 
with its subway and of Philadelphia with its com- 
bination subway and elevated would seem to make 
a similar sficcess in St. Louis beyond question, even 
if allowance is made for the vast difference in con- 
ditions which exist between these cities.

O one but a Britisher could have

dently a caller—her picture book. Soth 
are seated under a window through 
which trickle the mellow rays of the 
afternoon sun. It is a scene that one 
might encounter in almost any land, 
and yet, anyone who {Is in the least fa- 
miliar with Scotland and the poetry of 
British life and home, cannot misin- 
terpret the artist’s message. Should 
one be asked to tell what makes this 
work so unmistakably British, with all 
the charm and poetry of that country, 
it would be difficult, if not impossible, 
to give a satisfactory answer—for there 


i nothing tangible to indicate the coun- 
try it represents. The only answer 
that might be given is that the artist 
has succeeded in imparting to his can- 
vas that subtle and indefinable quality 
which, for lack of a better term, we 
must call atmosphere—a quality which 
enhances his work artistically, and na- 
tionally, for it not only touches the 
sensitive chord of the beholder, but also 
becomes the psychological interpreta- 
tion of the people and the country. 
While art may be international in its 
general aspect, there is, and ought to 
be, {in every work of art an intimate 
note of expression peculiar to the soil 
—not only in the landscape, the cos- 
tume end architectural surroundings, 
but in the expression of a nation's 
ideals, aspirations and sentiments 
which are best employed in the home. 
Harrington Mann, who has recently 
removed from Glasgow to London. is 
one of the most versatile of British 
painters. His wide range of work in- 
cludes cartoons for stained glass, mu- 
ral decorations, landscapes, portraits 
and, above all, figure subjects, which 
are admittedly the highest form in art.

IGANS EXPLAINS 


FAKE WITH BRITT 


Negro Pugilist Describes Condi- 
tions Leading Up to and 
Governing ‘‘Barney.”’ 
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JAMES DECEIVED FRIENDS 
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Californian Allowed Even His 
Schoolmates to Bet on Him 
When He Agreed to Lose. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 19.—In a 
signed statement to the press Joe Gans 
declared today that his fight with Jim- 
mie Britt in this city was a fake. 

“The fake fight between Jimmie Britt 
and myself in the citv in 1904," says 
Gans, “was arranged by my manager, 
Al Hereford, and Willie Britt. Britt 
made the overtures to Hereford and told 
him that the only way his brother would 
fight me was for me to agree to lay 
down to him. I did not learn of this un- 
til three days before the fight, when 
Hereford told me what I had to do. 

“Up to this time I had counted on 
whipping Britt in a fair fight. I ob- 
jected for a time, but Hereford told me 
he had already posted $5000 as forfeit 
that I would live up to the agreement he 
made and not ‘double-cross’ Britt. 

“If I knocked Britt out it was under- 
stood I was to receive only 10 per cent 
and also lose the $5000 under these condi- 
tions. I. had to Britt lost the 
decision, but he received 67% per cent of 
the fighters’ share of the receipts; I re- 
ceived 32% per cent. although I was de- 
clared the winner. 

“‘tlereford bet $18,000 on me at average 
10. Wiiite Britt. represent- 
ing his brother, received his share of 
the money won by Hereford betting on 
me. I know these figures are correct, 
as I was settled with on this basis.

Nelson, 
Herrera and Herman, all on the same 
night and in the same ring.’ says Gans. 
“T will take each of them on for 10 
rounds and agree to defeat them all in 
that time. If any of them succeed in 
defeating me they can take the win- 
ner’s end. If, however, I defeat them 
all, I am to take the big end. The only 
condition I impose Is that IT have 20 
minutes’ rest between each fight, if I 
care to, and that I be permitted to name 
the men in the order that I wish to 
take them on.”’

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—Another chap- 
ter. in the long fight for life being made 
by Albert T. Patrick, the convicted mur- 
derer of William Marsh Rice, will begin 
this morning before Recorder Goff in the 
Court of General Sessions, when the ex- 
amination of 2% witnesses, on whose af- 
fidavits the motion for a new trial was 
based, will be begun.
